Tbe New Ones Will Probably Be R«>- 
parted the Present Week. 

Wahhinoton, Jan. 12.— Speaker Crisp's 
condition is ko far improved that his m- 
social of the inajr)rity (if fiii' i-.un.uit- 
tee ou rules believe he will be able to 
meet with them this w-ek for the pMpSr 
ration of a code of rules. 

Me.ssrs. C.n,tchiitgs and McMillin havf 
been, iudiv.duallv, studyinsf the situa- 
tii pti. and it may be said ihat the rules of 
the Fiftieth congress will form the iKisis 
of the new rules. The.'.i' ilo not differ 
mateii.iMy from thote of tlie Fifty-first 
coiiL,'re^.s. evcept in the ni;itii r of author- 
izing th'' si:t'aker to count a (luorutu and 
to deiMna-;. ■.■ \viiether or not a motion is 
dilatory. I .ic'se features will probabh 
be eiiiiiinat" 1. but some restriction v.ill 
be applied to the introduction of purely 
filibiLstering taetlos to Hie detriment w 

business. 

Mr. Holman, chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, has given 
members of the comiuict«(; on rules 
notice of his inienlion to urge a change 
of the rule ad(jpt<'d i-i the Forty-eighth 
congress, by which the committee was 
deprived of the power of adding to ai>- 
proprifltion bills any provision for the 
repealing or inoditication of a law al- 
ready ou the statute books. This was 
adopted for the purpose of shutting otf 
politick riders on appropriation bills, 
which gave rise to discussions that were 
foreign to the subject matter of the bill, 
although the old rule required that the 
proposed amendment or repeal related 
to a snbject germane to the purpose of 
the bill. 

It has been found, however, under the 
operations of this bill, that legislation 
looking to a retrenchment of expenses 
can not be made part of an appropria- 
tion Mil, although the change in view is 
recommended by a cabinet oflBcer or the 
president. For instance, the secretary 
of war. hi his last annual report, recom- 
mends a reduction of the number of con- 
tract suraeons and of the pay depart- 
ment. By the rule of the last uiree oou- 
gresses that reduction must be accom- 
plished by an independent measure; un- 
til the reduction be thus accomplished, 
the appropriation committee must cou- 
tinne to provide for the payment of the 
full numoer required or nuthoriied by 
law. 

To secure the reduction recommended 
by an independent bill is generally rec- 
ognized as a herculean, or almost im- 
possible task. An amendment to an 
appropriation bill would accomplish the 
ODject much more certainly and speed- 
ily. But it is proposed to make the rale 
even wider in its application than the 
old one by removing the requirement 
that the pro p osed amendment must be 
germane to the subject of tbebiU. The 
reason advaceed for this is that the an- 
nual indefinite appropriations now au- 
thorised by law amount to about $125,- 
000,000. They are under the control of 
no omnmittee, and would not, tiierefore, 
be germane to the subject of any bill 
reported. 

In that large amount, it is believed, 
the approprLttion committee can find at 
least several millions of dollars that 
might be saved, and if the reduction 
could be made on one of the regular 
amropriation bills there would be but 
little difficulty in accomplishing it. 
How to draft a rule that will enable the 
oommitteeon oppropriations to carry 
out its policy of retrenchment, and at 
the same time shut off political riders, 
whi^tisadmittMare undeabrable. is 
the chief task before the committee on 
rulee. Qeneral Oatcblngi is of the opin- 
ion that the permanent code of raise for 
the Fifty<eeoond oMigreas maybe re- 
ported to the house by the 18th uat 

WIVOLT IN AWO ENTiNl. 

The Iniurgenta Armed and Readj to 
Mareb on Bnanes Ayres. 

Nkw Yobk, Jan. 18.— The Herald's 
Buenos Ayres qwcial says: Bumore are 
enmnt here that a revolt has taken 

place among the Seventh and Second 
regiments of the line. It is commouly 
believed tha^ the revolters are suborned 
by the followers of Gtoneral Reca. The 
goveniment has taken meaaorsa tO. mp- 
press the insurrection. 

The First regiuient of the line and the 
Third artillery have been oi-dered out to 
reinforce the Buenos AjTes garrison, 
and cartridges have t>een served to all 
the men, but it is feaied, that despite 
these precautions, tlie insurgents are so 
strong that they will march from Ro- 
sahe, Mendoza aud La Flayc, upon 
BnsnoaAyrea.

The preamble, in conclusion, s.. , s 
that such an organization is liable to be 
used for the most dangerous objects, 
and is a menace to th* elvfl iBltittttions 
of this country.
